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Report  of  the  Library  Committee, 

1911-1912. 


To  Germantown  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends: — 

The  changes  described  in  our  last  report  having 
been  completed,  the  Library  was  again  opened  to 
the  public  on  Eleventh  Month  13,  1911,  thus  making 
the  time  included  in  our  report  this  year  two  and  a 
half  months  less  than  usual.  This  will  explain  the 
smaller  numbers  given  in  the  statistics,  but,  allowing 
for  the  difference  in  time,  the  number  of  visits,  etc., 
quite  equals  those  of  last  year,  though  still  behind 
previous  years.  The  greatest  falling  off  seems  to  be 
with  the  children  who  are,  many  of  them,  as  reported 
last  year,  more  interested  in  five  and  ten  cent  shows 
and  other  cheap  forms  of  entertainment  than  in 
books.  The  teachers  also  find  less  reading  among 
their  pupils  than  formerly. 

Several  of  the  older  classes  from  the  Friends’ 
School  have  been  brought  to  the  Library  by  their 
teachers,  and  Violet  G.  Gray  has  given  them 
lessons  in  the  classification  and  use  of  the  card 
catalogue,  thus  enabling  them  to  look  up  books  for 
themselves.  This  has  much  interested  them. 

The  alterations  to  the  Library  mentioned  in 
our  last  report  were  completed  at  a cost  of  $4,274.39. 
The  payment  of  the  appropriation  of  $4,000  from 
the  Meeting  to  meet  this  expense,  involved  some 
difficulties  that  had  not  been  foreseen  at  the  time  it 
was  granted,  and  the  Meeting  reconsidered  its  action 
in  the  matter,  with  the  result  that  the  Library  was 
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authorized  to  pay  the  amount  out  of  the  principal 
of  its  invested  funds.  This  reduces  the  Library’s 
income  from  investments  by  about  $220  per  year. 
However,  the  Meeting  has  given  to  the  Library  the 
interest  on  the -Joseph  H.  Gillingham  bequest  of 
$2,000,  amounting  to  $100  annually,  and  has  also 
increased  its  annual  contribution  $100,  so  that  the 
two  together  nearly  make  up  the  above  loss  and  re- 
store our  income  to  what  it  was  prior  to  1910. 

The  Librarian  reports  very  general  satisfaction 
with  the  changes  in  the  Library,  the  electric  lighting 
being  much  appreciated  by  our  patrons. 

The  Assistant  Librarian,  Jean  M.  Smith,  re- 
signed in  the  spring.  We  appreciate  her  willingness 
to  be  called  on  when  temporarily  needed;  and  in 
looking  back  over  her  connection  with  the  Library, 
desire  to  record  our  satisfaction  with  her  careful 
work  and  thorough  and  genuine  interest  in  it.  Violet 
Gordon  Gray  took  her  place,  and  she  and  the  other 
new  Assistant,  Helen  Tilge,  are  both  much  interested, 
and  are  doing  very  good  work.

He  was  for  a 
long  time  an  interested  and  valued  member  of  the 
Library  Committee^  and  for  many  years  he  filled 
most  acceptably  the  office  of  Treasurer.  His  ac- 
curate knowledge  of  detail  and  his  sound  judgment 
in  matters  financial  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  Men’s  Adult  Class,  known  as  the  German- 
town Adult  School,  has  continued  to  hold  its  First- 
day  afternoon  meetings  in  the  Library  for  nine 
months  of  the  year,  from  the  Tenth  to  the  Sixth 
Month,  inclusive.  It  has  an  attendance  of  from 
twenty  to  twenty- five,  and  its  members  have  greatly 
enjoyed  the  meetings.  We  feel  sure  that  it  is  a 
profitable  use  for  the  building  on  First-day  after- 
noons. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  follows,  including 
the  report  of  the  Mary  B.  Hacker  Fund  for  the 
diffusion  of  the  Gospel.
